In doing so his head struck 
a lamp hanging from the ceiling, 
overturning it.

ately caught fire and, everything in 
the room being dry and of an in­ 
flammable nature,

‘ ‘Shut the door and keep 
^ quiet. 
It can be put out.” 
By this time the confusion was so 
great that people began scrambling 
in a wild endeavor

was only one exit to the hall,

the fire being near the door, many 
rushed headlong into the flames. In 
consequence forty-one persons were 
burned to death and sixteen badly 
injured.
